The  compilation  of  the  following'  list  has  been  an  arduous  task.  The 
continual  cropping  out  of  slight  and  some  important  varieties,  neces- 
sitating the  altering  and  realtering  of  the  manuscript,  was  surprising. 
Although  compiled  chiefly  from  my  private  collection.  I have  been 
greatly  assisted  in  obtaining  descriptions  of  the  rarest  notes  by  re- 
ference to  Dr.  Wm.  Lee’s  pioneer  work,  “The  Currency  of  the  Con- 
federate States  of  America,”  which  was  privately  printed  for  distri- 
bution to  his  friends  and  is  very  scarce;  and  I am  also  much  indebted 
to  Mr.  John  C.  Browne,  of  Philadelphia,  for  a number  of  varieties  not 
previously  noticed,  and  for  the  privilege  of  examining  his  very  full 
and  valuable  collection. 

I have  not  given  in  this  list  all  the  notes  said  to  have  been  issued 
by  the  Confederate  government,  but  only  those  about  which  there 
is  little  doubt  of  their  being  in  existence.  I have  in  stock  only  a 
few  of  the  rarer  notes  that  have  prices  attached,  but  quite  a large 
stock  of  the  common  ones.  In  ordering  it  will  be  only  necessary  to 
give  the  number,  and,  need  I say  it,  enclose  the  money,  ten  cents  ad- 
ditional if  to  be  sent  by  registered  letter,  otherwise  they  will  be  sent 
by  regular  mail  at  purchaser’s  risk.  1 have  a few  copies  of  this 
catalogue  printed  on  extra  large  and  fine  paper  at  one  dollar  per  copy. 
The  list  of  bonds  is  not  complete;  many  are  not  given;  at  a future 
time  a separate  catalogue  will  be  issued  devoted  to  this  branch.  Let- 
ters of  inquiry  with  stamp  enclosed  will  lie  promptly  answered.
